(6) Arbitrators or their umpire whether appointed by the 
parties or the President or ihe Board shall have the right to 
decide and state in their award how and by whom the arbi- 
tration fees and costs of awards and other charges incidental 
to the Arbitration shall be paid. In the absence of any speci- 
fic direction in the award such cost shall be paid by the dis- 
puting parties in equal proportion. If either party to a dis- 
pute submitted to arbitration refuses to abide by and perform 
the decision of the arbltr.ators or the umpire or the appeal 
committee as the case may be and the award is filed in the 
appropriate Civil Court having jurisdiction in the matter he 
shall pay the costs between attorney and client in connection 
with the filing and enforcement of the award unless the court 
shall otherwise direct. 


When a dispute between a member and non-member is sub- 
mitted to arbitration, the iion-mcmber shall pay in advance 
the arbitration or appeal fees and shall enjoy all the privi- 
leges and be subject to all tne obligations of members under 
this Byc-law and under all otlicr bye-laws affecting arblti-ation 
whether original or an appeal, should the non.member when 
requested to do so by the member, fail or refuse to appoint 
an arbitrator ready and willing to act and the arbitrator Is 
.appointed by the President or the Board at the request of the 
member, the member shall be responsible lo the Board for the 
arbitration fees and in ihc appeal fees without prejudice 
nevertheless to the right, if any, of such member to recover 
the same from the non-member. Notice to be served on a 
non-member shall be served at his ordinary business address 
or failing that his ordinaiy place oC residence or failing that 
the notice may be given by advertisement. 

(7) The award by the appeal committee shall be in writing 
and shall be signed on behalf of the appeal committee by the 
chairman of the appeal committee and by no othei' member 
and shall be/ counter sigue) by the Secretary. 


Instruction to Arbitrators : 

(8)(i) When two arbitrators have been appointed (v.'hether 
by the parties or by the President or by the Boanl) the Secre- 
tary must give notice to the parties under instructions of the 
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arbitrators of the date fixed for the hearing and must obtain, 
receipt for the same. 

in arranging a aaie tor the hearing the arbitrators should 
lake into considerabon 

(ii) the time within they are required to make their award 
or appoint an umpire and 

fiii) the time necessaiy to enable hotit parties to attend 
hearing if they so desire when the time allowed appears iiu 
.sufficient, arbitrators should apply for an extension to the 
President or failing him to P'e Boai'd. 


(iv) 'Having arranged the dale of the hearing, the Secre- 
tary should send the notice, duly filled in and signed to both 
parties and obtain ani acknowledgement of receipt. Jn the 
case of upcountry parties the notice should be .sent by Itegis- 
tered post. 


(11) The? party calling for an arbitration shall pay the fees 
in full prior to arbitration. 

(12) 11 .shall be condition precedent to the hearing of any 
appeal that the fee for an appeal shall have been paid to the 
Association by the Appellant. 

(13) (I) All fees payable under this bye-law shall be paid 
lo and collected by the Association and except to the extent 
hereinafter nieiitionedi such fees shall belong wholly to the 
Association. The Association shall pay, under deduction of 
such amount as the Board may from time to time fix to the 
arbitratoi's who heard and disposed of an arbitration under 
this bye-law the balance of the fees payable in respect of such 
arbitraiion, such fees to be equally divided between them. 

(2) The Association shall be responsible only for the fees 
actually collected but the Board shall deal, as it thinks fit, 
vsith failure promptly to pay in fees. 


fv) A rough copy <'f liie avvard should be sent by ihc 
arbitrators to the Sccrciary, who will have it typed on stnmpicd 
paper; aijd send back lo ihc arbitralors for signature. The 
award should be returned to the .Secrelary v.ho will counter- 
sign it and send it to the parlies (rclainiiift the rough copy 
for record) and will collect the fees. Arbitrators arc not en- 
titled to collect their o'vn fees. All documcnl.s relating to 
the arbitration excepl such .is. the parties arc allowed lo iclain 
should be sent with the awird for record to the Secretary. 

(\i) An umpire sliall hoar ifte arbitrators or shall call for 
It wriucii stalement Irom each of them, He shall hear the 
parlies if cither of them w'ritcs lo the umpire' that he wishes 
to be heard by him. 

(vii) Witliout the perniissioii of the Board being had and 
obtained no reference shall be made by arbitrators or umpire 
whether appointed by the parties or by the President to any 
Court of law on any matter arising out of any nrbitinlion. 

/\OTE ; — The stamp duly depends upoii the amount or the 
value of the property to which the award relates as set forth 
in such award and is to be calculated on the basis of scales 
prc.scribed in the Gujarat Stamp Act as in force fiom time 
lo lithe. 


.Interested Metnhers : 

(9) No member of the Board having an mlcrest in any 
particular matter in dispute shall vole on question of the 
appointment of arbitrators or umpire and no member of the 
Association having an interest in the particular matter in dis- 
pute shall be competent to sit on any arbitration or appeal or 
to vote on any Committee or Sub-Commillcc. Brokers and 
inlet mediate parties to the contract under consideration are 
not necessarily to be considered interested parties. 


dees on arbitration and appeal -. 

(10) The fees in arbitrution.s and appeals shall be as 
follows 


(I4)(l) Every cotton transaction entered into between 
members and every contract made subject to these bye-laws 
shall be deemed in all respects to be subject to these bye-laws 
and the parlies to such transaction, contracts or agreements 
shall be deemed to have submitted to the jurisdiction of the 
courts in Bhnruch for the purpose of giving effect to the provi- 
sions of these Bye-laws.
